THE MUBICIANS; BOYCOTT CASE,

The Appeal to the Supreme Counrt—
Briefs Pro and Con - Interesting
Argument.

J. H. Ralston, counsel for Jas. C. Callan, in his
application to the United States Supreme Court
for a writ of habeas corpus, has filed a brief stat-
ing that the appellant was in September charged,
with elght others, 1n the Police Court with the
crime of conspiracy. A jury trial was denied
them. In Octoberthey were tried and convicted,
and sentenced to pay a flne of §25, and in default
to be committed to jall for thirty days. Appellant
